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OVERFOND OF LAW 


Litigation Called Curse of Gold 
Coast Natives. 


I FOUND OLD FRIEND ON BOARD 


No Dispute Seems Too Small to Be 
Taken Into Court— Quarrels Among 
Petty 
“Chiefs" 
Provide 
Fat 
Fees for Native Lawyers. 


The Gold Const, on the west con«t 
of Africa, Is a paradise of lawyers, 
say Ethel and Olar Letherldire, spe­ 
cial 
correspondents of 
the 
London 
Daily Telegraph. 
They w rite: 
A point which must he made in 
connection both with Ashanti and tire 
northern territories is that these ad­ 
ministrations are independent of the 
Cold Const proper, except in so fur 
ns they acknowledge a common gov­ 
ernor who resides at Acern. They are 
also included In 
tile financial esti­ 
mates of the colony as a whole, and 
receive military aid lf it is required. 
Of course, they work through Hie s e c ­ 
retariat, which Is the channel of com­ 
munication to the governor, 
Beyond 
this they are free. 
They have their 
own courts, their own police, their 
own methods of administering justice 
and their own Internal legislation. 
Now, tills may seem a small matter, 
but, in nil truth, It Is pregnant with 
Importance for the future of this col­ 
ony. 
The matter In ti nutshell Is the 
simple fact that the courts of Ashanti 
rind the northern territories will not 
permit the employment, of native or 
European barristers under any cir­ 
cumstances. 
They prefer, and quito rightly so, 
to deal with the native population, 
be they chiefs or laborers. 
Now’ the curse of the Gold Const 
Is litigation. 
Whatever may tie said 
about the total population of the col­ 
ony, there are enough lawyers In tho 
three towns of Sekondl, Cape Coast 
and Accra to make a good-sized Eng­ 
lish country village. They fairly tum­ 
ble over one another. 
Yet they are all 
prosperous, they nil have their motors 
and send their daughters to places 
like Cheltenham to ta* educated. 
How on earth can It be done? Is 
the natural query. 
The answer Is 
that the gobi mine they are tapping 
Is tile national chiefs. 
In this con­ 
nection It must be remembered that, 
with very few exceptions the word 
"chief,” as here employed may mean 
little more than the headman of a 
village. 
Forever nre these petty des­ 
pots quarreling over land questions, 
the delimitations of their boundaries, 
and so Girth. 
In Ashanti questions of this unture 
can he pleasantly swiftly and satis­ 
factorily settled within an hour or 
two, perhaps, at practically no ex- 
llense to anybody. 
Not so upon the Gold Coast. 
Tint 
"cocoa standard" has set the puce. 
All these little people have tunney, 
and as soon as they covet their neigh­ 
bors' land they fly to a native lawyer, 
or a native lawyer, even more prole 
ably, Hies to diem. and the Intermin­ 
able game of litigation starts, 
It may 
last three months, or It limy lust three 
years—the latter lf the lawyers think 
It worth while. 
Counsel a re employed at altogether 
d isp r o p o r tio n a te 
f e e s over the most 
pettifogging matters, urn) so It goes 
on 
until 
die rival claimants shake 
hands over having ut buist one thing 
in common—they are In bankruptcy.

All lumber for building in « bin* is 
bought In th** log. v:,v* |j. K. Richard­ 
son, writing la Asia magazine. As soon 
as the logs begin to arrive the con­ 
tractor tackles them with the sa wr­ 
yer*. 
These m ea are paid piece rates 
which average about three cash or 
one-tenth of a cent per square* foot of 
surface sawed. 
They average a bet­ 
ter wage than a carpenter, getting 
about IO cents a day, as compared 
with 8 cents a day for flu* carpenter. 
At this rate they are cheaper than 
any steam saw mill that eau operate 
in China. 
In fact, the only reason n 
saw mill can operate In China at all 
is because It can produce quickly and 
with a more even thickness than the 
native sawyers. 
T he necessary door*, 
frames and window 
sashes are 
all 
made by hand. Three Chinese carpen­ 
ters at 8 cents a day with their na­ 
tive tools can accomplish about the 
same work done by one Canadian car- 
^venter with nil equipment. 
The work 
I* well done lf well suiiervised. 
In 
comparison. I should say that about 
five C hined carpenters at 8 cents a 
day each are necessary to do the work 
of a Canadian carpenter who receives 
$6 a day and has all his wood pre 
pared for him.
